Hi, 

I'm Tim Jackson, the Youth Co-ordinator for Bar Hill 
Qhurch, with responsibility, amongst other things, 
for Pickled Parrot. 

I want to echo the letter published in the March 
FHN from the ‘concerned resident’. Under age drinking 
is a problem in our village, as it is in many areas, 
The Pickled Parrot tries to discourage this activity 
as strenuously as possible, whilst maintaining a 
relatimship with the young people. 

At the weekend, adults are able to go to a club, 
or a pub for a meal, etc. with their friends, to 
socialise, or even to put their feet up in front 
of the tv after a hard week. Young people do not 
have the same centres in which to socialise, 
the Pickled Parrot, the Swavesey Youth Work, and 
Scouts, Guides, etc. are their social centres. These 
activities obviously do not meet all their needs, 
and so the Mall has becom another social gathering 
place. These young people are on the whole very 
friendly and usually try to mind their own business. 
Fortunately the majority are not, as might be implied 
fron your February correspondent, all rolling dmmk 
every night. 

Parents, we do need your help! On Friday night Pickled 
Parrot (school years 7-9) we used to operate an ‘open 
door policy’. This meant that if the young people 
wanted some chips or whatever, they were allowed 
to go out and buy then, and eat them in the Pickled 
Parrot. Unfortunately, due to the bad behaviour of 
a very small minority, we have now decided to operate 
a ‘closed door’ policy. This means that once a child 
has left our building they are not allowed to re- 
enter. Some children have to meet their parents out- 
side the building and can justifiably say that they 
are being collected early, and are therefore allowed 


so 


out. If you wish your child to remain in the Club 
all evening please let us know, or if you want 
your child to have the freedan to go outside, 
then also let us know, but remember they will 
not be allowed back in. We carmot be held respon- 
sible for them once they have left the burilding. 
With some 750 young people between the ages 
of 10 and 19 living in the village (according 
to the last census), I can't help thinking that 
such social problems are inevitable unless more 
facilities are provided for them within the 
village. As such, it was a great sadness to 
read in the same issue of BUN that the County 
Architect has scotched the plan to provide even 
a basic sheltered area which had been discussed 
previously. The Church wants to play its part 
in meeting the needs of the young people of 
Bar Hill. Apologies if this sounds ‘heavy’; 
it is not meant to be. You can get in touch 
with me on 780319 or at 71 Appletrees.
